to which his Excellency made a verbal 
reply. The addresses of all parties were 
highly complimentary.

•route there were two parallel lines of ve¬ 
hicles on the street, and the sidewalks 
filled with pedestrians. At the Institute 
the gateway was decorated at the arch 
with a handsome evergreen. The dis¬ 
tinguished visitors were received in a 
| suitable manner by Dr. Palmer, princi¬ 
pal, and hia staff of -assistants. Presently 
the company entered the dining-hall, 
and his Excellency and the Legislature 
and as many as could be accom¬ 
modated, sat down to a repast which was 
in all respects worthy of the occasion. 

The company then went to the chapel 
to witness the style of teaching the deaf- 
mutes. On account of the limited size 
of the room, the Lieut.-Gov. was first to 
enter, followed by the Legislature and 
members of the different corporations and 
other officials. Mottoes graced the walls, 
one being—“We extend our silent wel¬ 
come to all.” Dr. Palmer opened the pro¬ 
ceedings by first saying that it gave him 
great pleasure to welcome his Excellency 
to the Institute. On the 21st of Oct., 
1870, the day after the formal opening 
of tffis Institution, his Excellency honor, 
ed them with a visit. The Dr. had felt 
very much pleased a few days before, 
when the Institution for the Blind had 
received an official visit, and fie wisfied 
tfie Deaf and Dumb Institute could be 
favored in the same manner, but did not 
think his wishes were going to be real¬ 
ized so soon. He said thev had no idpn 
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ting room was given up to the old man, 
who was henceforth “dear grandpa” to us 
all.

A meeting of the stockholders of the 
Syracuse Northern railroad company, in¬ 
cluding the tax payers of Syracuse 
and the towns on the line of the road and the 
members of the Common Council of Syr¬ 
acuse, was held in Syracuse Thursday, 
Mayor Wallace presiding. About 100 
persons were present. The following is 
the Secretary’s report of the proceed¬ 
ings : 

Mr. Monroe, from a committee, submit¬ 
ted a report showing the whole cost of 
the road to be $2,014,500 ; that mort¬ 
gaged bonds to the amount of $900,000 
had been issued, of which $750,000 had 
been negotiated ; the floating debt (in¬ 
cluded in the above) is $250,000 ; to 
meet this, the company have on hand 
$150,000 second mortgage bonds and 
$200,000 third mortgage bonds ; gross 
earnings of the road from opening to date 
$142,000.. 

Discussion followed, participated in by 
the President, Messrs. Monroe, Hiscock, 
Alvord, Comstock, Longstreet, Fitch, 
Hartson, Walkup, and others. 

Mr. Hiscock offered the following : 

Resolved, That a committee of ten per¬ 
sons, outside of the Board of Directors, be 
appointed by the chair to obtain subscrip¬ 
tions to the mortgage bonds remaining 
undisposed of. 

The resolution was adopted, and the 
chair announced the following committee 
Thomas B. Fitch, C. T. Longstreet, J. 
Forman Wilkinson, William D. Stewart, 
Jtobert McCarthy, of Syracuse ; H. E. 
Root, of Sandy Creek ; G. T. Peckham, 
of Richland; C. D. Walkup, of Hastings; 
R. W. Slayton, of Parish ; and Sampson 
Jaqueth of Salina. 

Judge Comstock moved that a public 
meeting of the tax payers of the city be 
held at the City Hall, to consider the 
subject of asking for the passage of an 
act authorizing the city to guarantee the 
second and third mortgage bondB of the 
company still in its possession, as stated 
in the report of the committee, 

Mr. Judson offered an amendment, 
leaving the matter of calling the pro¬ 
posed meeting discretionaiy with the 
chairman, and secretary of the meeting, 
and the President of the railroad com¬ 
pany. 

The amendment was carried, and the 
motion, as thus modified, adopted. 

Adjourned.

little finer than their wont and their ca¬ 
pacity, it is not strange that the ordinary 
housholder shrinks fromtheperturbafcions, 
which, as a host, he undergoes in his own 
house, or, as a guest, introduces to an¬ 
other. 

Pity ’tis, however, that we are not 
more social, because in the long run, 
men and women are a more interesting 
and a more valuable study than hooks, 
and no subtlest discovery of science nor 
progress of invention lias yet found in 
the world anything better than human 
affection. Each of us is the poorer by 
every lofty friendship that he neglects to 
take from opportunity. Women espe¬ 
cially, whose cares are pettier and far 
more absorbing than men’s,.need the il¬ 
lumination of fresh ideas, witty talk, and 
friendly propinquity. Yet it is chiefly 
they who hinder this pleasure, and in 
whose hands it rests to make visiting the 
most brilliant and enticing of occupa¬ 
tions. First, however, the whole theory 
of hospitality needs revision. It was veiy 
well for Hebrew gentlemen to kill the 
fatted calf in honor of their guest. It in¬ 
volved little trouble and no expense, and 
if one l^id an appetite for warm veal, 
nothing could be more agreeable to all 
concerned—except the calf. But we fol¬ 
low the precedent by spending half our 
substance at the butcher’s stall for the 
festive joint and half the remaining 
moiety in cooking and serving it, trem¬ 
bling meanwhile lest the stranger that is 
within our gates be not satisfied with our 
bounty. Than this painful feasting bet¬ 
ter leave the fatted calf afield and to dine 
on a cracker and careless cheerfulness. 

The whole trouble is that the hostess 
arranges her household not as it shall best 
forward the business of life, but as it 
shall make the most effective spectacle. 
She orders affairs not as she prefers, but 
as she fancies that her guest expects. It 
is a specious misapplication of the golden 
rule. After Apiciusand Galba, it is real¬ 
ly quite impossible to be distinguished as 
private caterei's. After Crassus and Lu- 
cullus, no table-service can be remark¬ 
able. After Paulina, making her morn¬ 
ing calls in $200,000 worth of jewels, the 
richest toilet seems to fall a little short 
of its high possibilities. And after Helio- 
gabalus, there is certainly very feeble in¬ 
centive to the pursuit of distinction in 
furniture. We might wisely, therefore, 
abandon the striving after these goods, 
strengthened in that renunciation by the 
recollection that the only people who were 
pre-eminent in their possession sacrificed 

very thing else to get them. After all, 
freedom and self-culture are the costliest 
objects ever offered to the acquisition 
of man, and if he takes them he must be 
content to forego much else. 

We confess that we have more ’than 
once fancied that we saw the soul of 
pood in that thing evil—the modern ser¬ 
vant. We have never found fault with 
her instability. Master and mistress 
spend their days and nights in the effort 
to “better themselves,” to get more money 
for the same work, or more distinguished 
-'lociety for the same servitude. Bridget 
and Dinah are of the same blood, as we 
rcmuui\fu* vm forget through 

the week, and, afar off, they follow us. 
But this very fugacity and thriftlessness 
and want of ductility are possibly the 
limit that heaven sets to our dishonest 
housekeeping. We would like to have it 
supposed that we were born to the pur¬ 
ple, and should not be in the least dis¬ 
composed on being bidden to dine at 
1'hatsworth, having the elegance, though 
not the vastness, of Chatsworth under 
<?ur own roof. And in comes blundering, 
candid Bridget, with a wrecked ambition 
in shape of an omelette souffle, and un¬ 
wittingly reveals to the visitor that we 
never had one before. It is our deep hope, 
ns it is our strong conviction, that these 
rough-shod ministers of truth and sim¬ 
plicity will never cease to plague us with 
the pictorial exhibition of our small sins 
against those divinities until every house¬ 
hold in the land is willing to lead a life 
of no more show than it can easily af¬ 
ford, and to attempt no difficult and un¬ 
familiar pretences to impress visitors. So 
shall we gain profit by losing of our 
prayers. 

The air is full of rumors of public and 
private corruption and disgraceful get- 
ting and keeping of gold. We must pur¬ 
ify our legislation, it is said. We must 
winnow our civil service. We must in¬ 
sist on virtue in high places. But reform 
must begin far back—at the firesides. By 
example our boys and girls must learn 
that money is not the supreme good of 
life. They must grow up in homes so 
simply and finely ordered, that not furni¬ 
ture and not viands, but the quality of 
master and mistress, draws-many noble 
guests thereto, contact with whom is the 
children’s best education. “The orna¬ 
ment of a home is the friends who fre¬ 
quent it.” And as we learn simplicity, 
we shall have love and leisure for the 
highest friendships. It is this home life, 
and only this, cheap, possible to all, the 
source of robust manhood and sincere cul¬ 
ture, that will keep the i*epublic sweet. 
Without it, though we pile up our mil¬ 
lions, and double our territory, and open 
our gates to all nations, we shall bring 
up, at last, whither we seem to be tench 
brg> ina general almshouse for souls.—
